Sitting at his kitchen table, Tom Grondin models 
the breaststroke, his hands together in a praying position 
before extending straightforward and letting go into 
respective sideways directions, then looping back around, 
tightly to his sides to maximize aerodynamics and finally, 
back into the original position for the next go-round. 

Only Grondin doesn’t conduct his show- 
and-tell in slow motion, the 17-year-old from Marion 
demonstrates his swimming mechanics at what looks 
more like his pace in competition. He does so fluidly. 

It’s no wonder, Grondin has been swimming since 
third or fourth grade. Swimming isn’t the only sport he 
participates in as a person on the autism spectrum, but it’s 
one where he excels. 

“If he’s doing freestyle, he'll dive in and he’ll go 
the first six or seven, eight strokes without breathing ... 
and then come up and breathe,” said Leo Grondin, Tom’s 
father. 

Tom’s abilities 
were on display for a 
larger audience at Harvard 
University from June 
7 through June 9 at the 
Massachusetts Special 
Olympics Summer Games. 

Representing the 
Sandwich Sharks, Grondin 
won an individual gold 
medal at the games in 
the 100-yard Freestyle. 

His personal best won 

a silver medal in the 

100 Individual Medley 
(Butterfly, Backstroke, 
Breaststroke and Freestyle), 
and he earned his second 
gold medal of the games as

a member of the Sharks’ 4x50 relay team. 

Asked the best part of swimming, Grondin 
didn’t hesitate to say, “Freestyle.” He was also eager to 
say he prefers swimming “in the pool” as opposed to the 
ocean. Grondin says no one has ever trashed-talked him 
in competition; the competitors in Special Olympics and 
in his YMCA competitions converse but practice good 
sportsmanship. 

Tom began summer school on Monday at Old 
Rochester Regional High School, where he is a rising 
senior. He participates in multiple sports, including 
basketball and helped the Bulldogs’ Unified team get the 
better of Tri-Town police and fire departments. He has 
also competed in Unified track and field, running the 400 
and throwing the shot put and the javelin. 

Having taken lessons at the Old Colony 
(Middleborough) YMCA with Niko Duarte, Tom 
competes with the Gleason Family (Wareham) YMCA 
Riptides swim team, which has a motto, “Everyone 
swims, everyone wins.”

The diverse and distant career paths of 1970s

beans,” he explained.

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Tate’s journey in the coffee world started in 
Africa, where he worked for a short time. 

“T first became interested in coffee economics 
when living in central Africa, a major coffee-producing 
region, in the 1990s. Farmers there were forced to sell their 
produce to government-owned parastatals, often at prices 
far below market value,” Tate said. “As such, a percentage 
of coffee was sold illegally and smuggled to neighboring 
countries — sometimes leading to arrests and incarceration 
of farmers. As a human-rights investigator, I would 
interview farmers and other accused in jails and prisons, 
detainees often held in squalid conditions.” 

Putzel’s parents moved to Captain Cook, Hawaii, 
the heart of coffee-farming country. Around 2012, Putzel 
and Tate began harvesting and selling it. 

Caswell, the beneficiary of Putzel and Tate’s hard 
work, says there are 15 Roasting Plant shops — 10 in the 
United States and five in London. The growth plan is to 
expand to 105 stores in the next five years, with plans of 
coming to Boston. He says he hopes there will eventually 
be shops from coast to coast.

Symptoms and Cancer 
What Does The Doctor Say? 
By Dr. Edward Hoffer 

Most cancers eventually cause symptoms, but 
usually only when the cancer has been there a long 
time, and often when the optimal time for treatment has 
passed. This has led to the recommendation behind many 
“screening tests,” tests done in people with no symptoms. 

Colonoscopy, Pap smears (often combined with 
HPV virus testing), mammograms and low-dose chest 
CT are among the recommended tests done routinely in 
people with no relevant symptoms. 

Do symptoms have any role in cancer detection? 
Yes, in both directions. 

Let’s start with men. Many men worry they may 
have prostate cancer when they begin noting urinary 
urgency and frequency and feel that if they have no 
urinary symptoms cancer is unlikely. In fact, urinary 
symptoms reflect growth of the central part of the 
prostate, which surrounds the urinary passage out of the 
bladder, while most cancers begin in the outer part of the 
gland. So, counting on symptoms to prompt a search for 
prostate cancer is unwise. 

Whether screening for prostate cancer saves lives 
remains controversial, but if you want to find it early, get 
tested regardless of any symptoms.

For both men and women, both kidney and 
bladder cancers are usually heralded by blood in the 
urine, though this may be small enough to only be seen 
when the urine is checked by a lab. Since a small amount 
of blood in the urine is common, and most often due to 
something else (infection and stones lead the list), there is 
tendency to overlook it. Don’t. 

If your patient portal shows you that you have 
any amount of blood in your urine, be sure your doctor 
stays on top of it. Ata minimum, get this rechecked. If it 
is still there, the next test is usually an ultrasound — both 
safe and harmless, so not to be feared. 

Uterine cancer is becoming more common, for 
reasons not entirely clear. This cancer almost always

announces itself early, with abnormal bleeding. If caught 
early, uterine cancer should be nearly 100% curable, but 
diagnosis is too often delayed because the bleeding is 
attributed to something else. Don’t accept a diagnosis of 
fibroids or endometriosis or hormone imbalance without 
at least discussing having a sampling biopsy. If you have 
been through menopause and then bleed, demand a 
biopsy. 

Finally, for women, is ovarian cancer. This, like 
pancreatic cancer, is often found only after it has spread. 
It has been taught that early ovarian cancers do not cause 
symptoms, but a recent study found that 72% of women 
with early-stage cancer had one or more symptoms. The 
leading symptoms were abdominal and/or pelvic pain, 
fullness or bloating and urinary frequency. Most often 
these symptoms are not due to ovarian cancer, but do not 
ignore them. 

You know your body, and if these symptoms are 
new, persist and do not have another explanation, push 
your doctor to check for ovarian cancer, typically with a 
pelvic ultrasound. Catching it early may save your life.

Town Counsel to Defend 25% Fence 
Rochester Select Board

Rochester’s Select Board Monday granted the 
town’s Historic District Commission permission to use 
Town Counsel in the court appeal that is being filed 
against the commission’s Briggs Hobby Barn permit 
decision. 

The board swiftly and unanimously approved the 
request to help the commission defend itself in court after 
Select Board Chairman Brad Morse explained simply, 
“They are asking our attorney to represent them. I agree 
with that.” 

Briggs Hobby Barn is a plan to construct two 
buildings to store and repair collectible automobiles, 
trucks and other motor vehicles on New Bedford Road. 
It received a Special Permit from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals on May 23 and a site-plan-review permit from 
the Planning Board on June 11. 

The Historic District Commission’s Certificate 
of Appropriateness that the Briggs project received on 
June 5 included a condition mandating the erection of a 
“25-percent-visibility” fence for the Briggs Hobby Barn 
property on New Bedford Road. 

Quickly thereafter, Briggs attorney Karla Chaffee 
complained to the Planning Board that a solid stockade 
fence had been her client’s proposal for the cemetery 
border to the property since the project was first designed. 
She said she will take court action against that condition, 
as it will change the design plan and might reignite the 
entire permitting process. 

In other action, the Select Board learned that 
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$467,543 remains in the town’s Capital Planning account 
for spending in the new fiscal year (FY25) that began on 
July 1. Capital Planning Committee Chairman David 
Arancio asked the board for direction in how that money 
should be spent. 

Arancio noted happily that $1,167,230 has already 
been spent by the town on capital items in the past years, 
but he cautioned the board to not spend over-confidently. 
“The caveat here is we need to be conservative here,” 
he said. “This may not be what our budgets look like in 
future years.” 

Select Board member Adam Murphy noted the 
Capital Planning Committee’s current priorities include 
Highway Department equipment and a police chief’s 
vehicle. Arancio said that request has been withdrawn 
for now as budgets are in a transitional period. The town 
currently has an interim police chief and an interim town 
administrator. Their full-time replacements may have 
other plans for their budgets, Arancio said. Morse moved 
to take the current Capital Planning recommendations 
under advisement. 

The board awarded a Citation of Appreciation to 
retiring Finance Committee Chairman Kris Stoltenberg for 
39 years of service to the town. 

The board approved Dennis P. McCarthy as a 
new associate member of the Zoning Board of Appeals 
and reappointed Justin Bouley and James Austin to the 
Finance Committee. The board accepted the resignation 
letter of Historic District Commission member Susan 
Fleming. 

Interim Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
reported the town’s oldest citizen is Maureen Riley, age 
102. She will be presented with the town’s Boston Post 
Cane in a ceremony on July 12. 

Szyndlar reported the town administrator 
search committee will start interviewing 10 applicants 
it has heard from so far for the job on July 9. She said 
the committee will remain open to receiving more 
applications until the position is filled. 

The board approved Eversource’s request to 
continue its public hearings into permitting a new utility 
pole and manhole for the Rounseville Road project until

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission will 
see significant personnel changes after a partial 
representation of the ConCom met to handle several cases 
on June 26. 
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Vice Chair Emil Assing unable to attend, Shaun Walsh 
closed the meeting by publicly recognizing five-year 
member Ethan Gerber, who is leaving the commission. 
Gerber drew a round of applause for his service. 

Walsh also noted that member Matt Shultz, 
attending this meeting remotely, will serve as chair 
beginning with the commission’s next meeting on July 10. 

Several cases were heard and most concluded on 
June 26. 

Steve Sooy was issued a Negative Box 1 
determination, confirming the intermittent designation 
of a stream at 387 County Road (Tucker Lane), thusly 
meaning there is no “riverfront” area on the property. 

Cameron Larson, Environmental Consulting & 
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Restoration, presented the Request for Determination of 
Applicability on behalf of Sooy and said that colleague 
Brad Holmes had originally presented the case. Larson 
submitted and displayed photos in his turn to cement the 
case. 

“There was some puddling, but the important 
part is that there is no water being held up against that 
culvert and not reaching the stream,” said Larson, noting 
that the stream was documented as dry on four days 
during a non-dry period. 

Marion Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee 
corroborated the evidence provided. 

A Notice of Intent filed by Repurpose Properties, 
LLC, for construction of a single-family house with a 
driveway, utilities, sewage disposal, site grading, a plan 
to raze an existing barn and remove small horse barn and 
paddock fencing at County Road (Tucker Lane) was once 
again continued to Wednesday, July 10, at 7:00 pm. 

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering represented 
the applicant. 

After Grady told the commission that the 
driveway will consist of gravel after the first 30 feet to the 
street, Walsh questioned why a wall is scheduled to be 
knocked down and graded into the no-disturb zone. 

Grady admitted slight encroachment into the 15- 
foot, no-touch zone but noted that there is standing water 
but no grass or trees. It is not “entirely necessary” but an 
effort to keep the water from the basement of the barn, he 
explained. 

Walsh estimated that the grading would occur to 
within 5 feet of the wetlands flag. Grady said the grading 
could be pulled back, but Walsh suggested a continuance, 
characterizing the entire property as buffer zone. Guey- 
Lee called the area a wildlife habitat. 

K.A. Maloney and S.J. Campbell were issued a 
Negative Box 2 and Box 3 determination of applicability 
for proposed repairs to an existing septic system at 146 
Allen’s Point Road. 

Rick Charon of Charon Associates said the 
applicant is working on a deadline for an August 
wedding. The main house and the guest house are both 
serviced by cesspools. After noting the denitrification 
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technology in the new septic system, Charon joked that he 
hopes the family has money left over for the wedding. 

After a site visit, the Dexter Beach Improvement 
Association c/o Kenneth Parsons, Beach Dinghy Road, 
was granted a three-year extension to continue beach 
nourishment. 

The commission also granted Nicholas and 
Rosemary Grey a three-year extension to their permit to 
construct an artificial dune along the water’s edge at 6 
Shawondasse Road. The project was conditioned three 
years ago but not carried out. The compatibility of sand 
was an issue. 

The commission issued an Order of Conditions 
to Meghan Davis and the Marion Department of Public 
Works for its installation of 690 linear feet of watermain 
and associated service connections, fittings, valves and 
appurtenances at Creek Road. The commission received 
a June 21 letter from Natural Heritage approving the 
project. 

Stephen Pires’ proposed installation of an 
inground swimming pool at 24 Bullivant Farm Road and 
removal of a shed was issued a Negative determination 
and conditioned with erosion control to be installed 
immediately upon the commencement of work. 

Kristian Michael and Melissa Albracht Koziol 
were issued a Negative Box 2 determination for their 
proposed demolition and reconstruction of an existing 
garage at 29 Lewis Street. 

At Guey-Lee’s request, the commission discussed 
a notification from John Rockwell regarding possibly 
unauthorized activities occurring on Boxberry Lane. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, July 10, at 7:00 
pm at the Marion Police Station on Route 6. 


Focus on Short-Term Rentals 
Rochester Zoning By-Law Review Committee

Rochester’s Zoning Bylaw Review Committee 
on June 27 approved forwarding to Town Counsel a new 
bylaw that would regulate short-term rentals within 
private residences. 
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The new bylaw, if passed at the October 21 Special 
Town Meeting, would restrict owners of private homes to 
offering short-term rentals of space within their properties 
for no more than 30 days per rental. The property 
owner would need to apply for a special permit, and the 
property would need to be owner occupied for at least 180 
days of the year. 

This latter point was the most debated one on 
June 27, as the committee reviewed the Town Counsel’s 
edit of the first draft of the new regulation. Member 
Jeffrey Costa noted 180 is not even half a year; the draft 
should read 190 days or more. Other members whittled 
that suggestion down to “at least 180.” The next step will 
be town’s further revision of the draft into its final form. 

Members also noted that Town Counsel has 
already deleted a lot of the committee’s original draft. 
Chairman Richard Cutler said Town Counsel told him it 
was edited this way to make it a zoning bylaw rather than 
a general bylaw. The resulting vote to pass the draft along 
to Town Counsel was unanimous. 

In other business, Cutler noted the committee and 
Town Counsel are also working on totally eliminating 
“use variances” from the zoning bylaws. 

Cutler reported Building Commissioner Paul 
Boucher has informed the review committee that it needs 
to clean up existing zoning bylaws rather than creating 
new ones. Cutler said he has instructed Boucher to send 
the board his list of bylaws needing cleanup attention. 
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No future meetings of the Rochester Zoning By- 
Law Review Committee were scheduled as of press time. 


P-T Business Expands into Marion 
Marion Planning Board

Derek Saltzman is expanding his physical-therapy 
business to a third location after the Marion Planning 
Board granted him a Special Permit to occupy space in the 
former Lockheed Martin property. 

Presently, Fusion Physical Therapy has offices 
in New Bedford and in Mattapoisett, the latter location 
along Route 6 on the Marion side of North Street. 

“We service a number of Marion residents in our 
Mattapoisett location, so this would be a good fit,” said 
Saltzman, whose overview of his business yielded that 
the outpatient practice is open from 7:00 am to 7:00 pm on 
the basis that patients typically visit two to three times a 
week. 

Fusion’s clientele includes Tabor Academy 
students, who typically do their PT appointments after 
school. 

Initially, Saltzman said, he would man the new 
branch alone but eventually work his wat up to two to 
three physical therapists and someone to occupy the office 
for administrative work. 

The new location, 13 Barnabas Road (Map 24, Lot 
10B) is zoned Limited Industrial and is the first building 
when entering the complex. 

Steve Gioisa of SITEC, representing the property 
owner Sippican Holdings, LLC, at the same address but in 
a separate case, said Fusion will occupy a little over 1,800 
square feet in the north wing, that space accessible from 
the rear of the property. He said it is “just a change in 
tenants in the space.” 

The office has common restrooms for businesses 
on either side of the wing, and Gioisa said there is more 
than enough parking on the overall site, including ADA- 
compliant parking. He said there will be no changes to 
lighting at the site. 

Board member Eileen Marum asked about the use 
of chemicals. “No chemicals of any kind,” said Saltzman, 
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who indicated the therapists sometimes use a coconut oil- 
based massage cream. 

Board member Alanna Nelson suggested a small, 
tasteful sign along the road so visitors will know where to 
turn in. Group discussion ensued, and it was agreed that 
a second sign should be posted at the turn in the business 
park and one on the building. 

Select Board member Randy Parker, in 
attendance, offered that under the Sippican Office Park 
sign at Route 6 there had been signs for individual 
businesses underneath, but that portion of the sign has 
been removed since Lockheed Martin’s departure. 

Sippican Holdings, LLC’s continued public 
hearing for major site-plan review at the site, was 
continued at the applicant’s request to July 15 at 7:15 pm. 

Monday night's public meeting of the Planning 
Board bunched together two other agenda items, the 
presubmission conference and subsequent public hearing 
for a new eating spot along Route 6. 

Tabor Academy students will be among those 
with the new option for early-morning sustenance after 
the board granted Konstantinos and Petro Jorjakis a 
Special Permit to turn the old barber shop at 428 Wareham 
Road into Tri Town Market. 

The property, zoned for General Business, will 
offer breakfast, smoothies, Greek Paninis, yogurt bowls 
and small sandwiches. The new owners told the board 
they have an agreement on parking with the bistro across 
the street. 

There will be no tables on the inside, just a 
counter with some stools. No more than a half-dozen 
customers will be in the store at any one time. The space 
measures less than 1,000 square feet. 

Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee suggested a Form 
4B indicating no further review is required. “We’ve done 
this before on other projects,” he said, noting there are no 
exterior changes and no site-plan review required. 

Conditions include business hours up to from 
6:00 am to 10:00 pm. Petro Jorjakis asked about a canopy 
over outdoor seating; Daniel said, “You have to pull a 
(separate) permit for that.” 

The motion to grant the Special Permit for the 
Tri Town Market included the condition of trash pickup 
between 8:00 am and 8:00 pm, the hours as stated, and no 
change in size of the sign. 

The board voted unanimously to grant the Special 
Permit. 

Will Saltonstall’s presentation answered the 
board’s questions into a public hearing for a joint 
driveway servicing two Water Street properties, and 
applicants Andrew Kendall and Cornelius Murray 
III were granted the Special Permit to use an existing 
access at 39 Water Street (zoned Residence C) to allow 
a 90-degree swing in the orientation of the neighboring 
garages. 

The board agreed with Saltonstall that the result 
will be more tasteful. “It’s the same number of vehicles 
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going in either way, and it does make it more attractive,” 
said board member Dale Jones. 

The Kendall Family Trust owns most of the 
abutting properties. 

Sperry Fabric Architecture c/o Matt Sperry, 19 
Marconi Lane, requested a continuance (to July 15 at 7:20 
pm) after it was determined there was not enough time 
to respond to the peer-review report before the continued 
public hearing. 

The board made no comment to the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals regarding the case of Kevin and 
Tristi Oliveira, 76 Front Street. 

The board agreed to pay Field Engineering $2,575 
for its peer-review service to the town regarding the 78 
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Wareham Road project. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for Monday, July 15, at 7:00 pm at the Police 
Station. 


Fence Disagreement Goes Legal 
Rochester Historic District Commission

The Rochester Historic District Commission’s 
permit condition mandating the erection of a “25-percent 
visibility” fence for the Briggs Hobby Barn property on 
New Bedford Road and the applicant’s appeal of that 
condition might end up in legal mediation. 
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At its June 27 meeting, Commission Chairman 
Matthew Monteiro said that is why the panel should vote 
down the agenda item to send a letter of explanation of 
its decision to the Planning Board, which has vocally 
objected to the condition. The issue is in the hands of 
lawyers now, he said. Commission members quickly 
agreed. 

Monteiro explained the applicant, Mark Briggs, 
has filed his appeal of the Certificate of Appropriateness 
that the commission granted to the project, and the next 
step will be finding a mediator or an arbitrator to bring 
the issue to a satisfactory resolution as lawyers’ both sides 
get involved. 

For the Historic District Commission, he said, that 
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mediator will be the Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District (SRPEDD). Monteiro said 
he has contacted SRPEDD to start that process and has yet 
to hear back. 

Meanwhile, he said, he knows Town Counsel and 
the applicant’s attorney will be seeking information and 
project files. “It’s a more formal situation with lawyers 
involved,” he said. 

“The issue should stay with the lawyers,” 
commission member Sara Johnston agreed. “It’s out of the 
Planning Board’s hands. Send that letter? Not right now.” 

Briggs Hobby Barn was a plan to construct two 
buildings to store and repair collectible automobiles, 
trucks and other motor vehicles on New Bedford Road. 

It received a special permit from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals on May 23, a Certificate of Appropriateness from 
the District Commission on June 5 and a site-plan-review 
permit from the Planning Board on June 11. 

After the commission added the fencing 
condition, Briggs’ attorney Karla Chaffee complained 
to the Planning Board that a solid stockade fence had 
been her client’s proposal for the cemetery border to the 
property since the project was first designed. She said 
she will take court action against that condition, as it 
will change the design plan and might reignite the entire 
permitting process. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson, then 
and in later meetings, sided with Briggs and Chaffee. 

“I think a 25-percent-visibility fence will be more of an 
eyesore,” he said. He called the condition “ridiculous.” 

On June 27, Johnston defended the commission’s 
condition mandating a semisolid fence. She said one of 
the Historic District Commission’s missions is to protect 
the “setting” of the town’s historical district. “A solid 
fence is like a monolith,” she said. “It’s in your face. It 
presents a different setting for our district. A 6-foot solid 
fence is very suburban, too suburban.” 

In other action, the commission granted a 
Certificate of Appropriateness to the First Congregational 
Church of Rochester, 11 Constitution Way, for its plan for 
a playground to include a play set, picnic tables and a 
4-foot-high, black chain-link fence, as proposed by Ron 
Stafford, chairman of the church’s Board of Deacons. 

The commission acknowledged that this was 
veteran member Susan Fleming’s last meeting on the 
board. 

The Rochester Historic District Commission did 
not schedule its next meeting upon adjournment. 
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To the Editor 

Thank you to everyone who attended the 
DOT hearing on June 18th and to those who submitted 
questions which were due last week. The Town is 
moving forward with good discussions at the Select 
Board Meetings on the formation of a Committee to 
assist the Select Board on this road project and at least 
10 citizens have volunteered to serve on the Committee. 
This is wonderful progress and our Town should unite 
to work on this project for results that will best serve our 
community, including saving as many of our heritage 
trees as possible. 

This corridor road project has already taken many 
years and we have heard that it is scheduled to begin in 
2028. That is not a promise from DOT, it is an estimate. 

To get all the bells and whistles that are included in this 
project we must wait this long, we must go through all the 
steps of working with DOT. Our Highway Department 
will still need to manage the repairs to the roadway in 

the meantime, just as our Tree Warden will continue to 
monitor the health of our trees on this roadway. Our 
Select Board will continue to hold important meetings on 
this project just as we believe the new Committee will do 
the same. And our role as citizens interested in knowing 
what the project will look like when the final 25% plan is 
submitted to DOT have several ways to continue to follow 
what changes are being made:

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

Hopefully, during our Historic Fair with a 
Colonial Flair on June 22 and 23, we introduced some 
of our younger residents to the idea that history can 
be both interesting and fun. Watching them march in 
formation behind a colonial drummer was a highlight of 
the fair. Without the funds we received from the Rochester 
Cultural Council for the exhibit and the funds from the 
Massachusetts Cultural Council for the fair, it would be 
close to impossible for our small, membership-supported 
historical society to bring these bigger events to the 
community. 

Now back to history which has enough quirks to 
make it interesting for almost anybody. In the course of 
my research for the exhibit, I learned that the invention of 
“Silly Putty”, a stretchy, bouncy substance was invented 
by mistake. A scientist, working for the war effort in 1943, 
was searching for an inexpensive substitute for synthetic 
rubber. He mixed two chemicals together and rather than

rubber, he created a new toy. 

John Adams and Thomas Jefferson were two 
patriots who bonded over the need for separation 
from England and the writing of the Declaration of 
Independence. Later their friendship fell apart when 
the new United States was split between two polarizing 
factions. Twice the men ran for President with Adams 
winning the first contest, 71-68 and Jefferson winning four 
yrs. later, 73-68. 

Later in their lives a mutual friend brought the 


two together and they wrote many letters back and forth 
until their deaths. Here is another history quirk. Both 
men died within 5 hours of each other on July 4, 1826, 50 
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yrs. to the day that the Declaration of Independence was 
adopted. 

Here in Rochester, Benjamin Gurney was born on 
July 4, 1743. At that time July 4th was just like any other 
day in the month. Gurney fought in the Revolutionary 
War, one of the many men from Rochester. What makes 
me point him out is another one of those historic quirks. 
Gurney survived the war, returned to Rochester and 
married. The picture shows his tombstone in what is now 
Woodside Cemetery. When Benjamin Gurney died, it 
was on July 4, 1828 and on a day that was now a national 
holiday. 

He was the first to be buried here. When his 
family chose this location, they did not realize that the 
area would become a community center for almost two 
centuries.

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A Warning of Mounting Pollution Pressure on 
Buzzards Bay 


In a newly released video from the Buzzards 
Bay Coalition, Emmy and Golden Globe Award-winning 
actor Sam Waterston warns residents of southeastern 
Massachusetts that nitrogen pollution from septic systems 
continues to put serious stress on the Bay’s ecosystem. 
The video also explains what residents and communities 
can do to tackle the problem. 

In the video, which 
can be found on the Coalition’s 
YouTube channel, Waterston 
explains that in the case of the 
Bay and nitrogen, “Too much 
of a good thing is a bad thing,” 
and that there are actions 
homeowners can take to mitigate 
its impact. 

Nitrogen naturally 
occurs in the Bay and other 
waterways, but when overly 
abundant, it fuels the growth 
of algae — algae that robs fish, 
shellfish, eelgrass and other 
marine life of the oxygen needed to survive. The culprit

making its way into the groundwater and ultimately, the 
Bay. 

Mark Rasmussen, president of the Coalition, 
shared his own perspective ahead of the video’s release, 
“T remember as a kid being reminded to take it easy 
with toilet flushing around a big summer weekend — 
like the 4th — when the house was full. This is one of the 
best times to be enjoying the beauty of the Bay, and we 
really encourage everyone to do that, but we also want 
people to be aware of the impacts that a growing Bay 
area population living on septic systems are having on its 
health.” 

More than 50,000 homes in the Bay’s watershed 
are on Title V septic systems, which do nothing to remove 
nitrogen levels. According to the video, solutions include 
more homes hooking up to municipal sewer, and where 
that’s not an option, for homeowners to upgrade their 
septic system to one that’s purpose-built to reduce 
nitrogen. Connecting more homes in our area to modern, 
municipal wastewater treatment systems, or sewer plants, 
is the best way to cleanup Bay water quality. 

“We're so grateful that Sam contributed his 
time and talent to help us spread the word about this 
important issue. We know that people want to be better 
stewards of our local environment, and the goal of this 
video is to give them more information on what that

In a Violent Nature. Starring Ry Barrett and Andrea 
Pavlovic. Directed by Chris Nash. Running time: 94 
minutes.

Some of the reviews of In a Violent Nature make 
it sound like a Friday the 13th film shot 100% from the 
POV of masked killer Jason. It’s not, but there are many 
prolonged sequences in which we follow the Jason figure, 
here called Johnny (Ry Barrett), through the Ontario 
woods as leaves crunch under his heavy boots and birds 
chirp obliviously in the trees, and he just walks and 
walks, often carrying sharp objects made for logging and 
not for applying to human beings. 

Making his feature debut, the writer-director 
Chris Nash takes inspiration from Terrence Malick and 
“slow” cinema by Gus Van Sant. It’s certainly an artsy 
approach to a slasher flick, especially when some of 
the payoffs are so elaborately gory, owing to Nash’s 
background as a special-effects artist. It’s a different and 
objectively interesting way to go about a campfire horror 
story like this, and I wish I could say it worked more 
consistently. Ultimately it’s for longtime die-hard splatter 
fans curious to see these cobwebbed tropes done a little 
askew, and some of it does play well. But I could still 
occasionally feel it tugging at the limits of my patience 
with blood-tacky fingers. 

Partly it’s because In a Violent Nature is overtly 
the kind of slasher film the subgenre has always sort of 
produced while pretending it wasn’t. To enjoy these films 
you have to enter into an agreement that the victims are 
worth saving and that you care about them. For the most 
part, we never really did. We go to Bruce Lee movies to 
see him wreck shop on a bunch of shirtless opponents; we 
go to Gene Kelly movies to see him dance; and we go to 
Friday the 13th movies to see Jason kill. In this film there’s 
very little pretense that the camping twentysomethings 
stalked by Johnny are worth our sympathy. They’re 
mostly jerks who insult each other and don’t even seem to 
like one another. 

We spend more time with Johnny, and he gets 
a sad backstory explaining why he’s after these people 
(they took a pendant that belonged to his dear old mom), 
so ... we’re with him. That doesn’t mean we’re callous 
or we love death. It means the movie dispenses with the 
moral justification we usually depend on. We aren’t asked 
to care about Johnny’s prey at all. We watch in a mood

of anticipation and curiosity about how this kill is going 
down. There’s one particular murder that has become 
infamous as “the yoga kill,” and we say, welp, haven't 
seen that before. Other kills strike us as though the killer 
is just warming up: a drowning here, an ax to the head 
there. Johnny, who is not strictly alive and therefore not 
killable, begins to seem — true to the title — like a force of 
nature. 

That, I think, is why, when the Final Girl makes 
it out of the woods, she is picked up by a woman (Lauren 
Marie-Taylor of Friday the 13th Part 2) who delivers a long 
monologue about her brother who got mauled by a bear 
but survived. Johnny has more in common with the bear 
than with the human race he was once part of. And there 
are a couple of outstanding shots that chill us nicely. In 
one shot, the victims all pose for a campfire photo while 
the killer stands in the shadowy woods behind them, and 
you really have to squint to see him; in the other shot, the 
Final Girl stares out at possibly innocuous trees that may 
or may not be hiding Johnny. We stare, too, trying to steel 
ourselves for a potential jump scare. 

So In a Violent Nature is largely a technical 
exercise (so were a lot of slasher flicks) whose mitigating 
thoughtful subtext comes a little late. The characters 
set up for destruction didn’t need to be made quite so 
annoying, but they were generally annoying in all those 
movies anyway. The mood we're put in is, Why are you 
talking? You're slasher fodder, just shut up and die. At least 
here, the movie seems to have some rationale for how 
interchangeable and off-putting the victims are. Nash 
stays with Johnny for as long as he can get away with. 
We don’t quite identify with Johnny, but the camera does, 
and the style (with no score and the kills filmed almost 
numbly and with no cheesy fanfare) lends an odd nature- 
documentary vibe to the carnage. But again, it’s for those 
who've seen all the slasher films of the ‘80s, to which this 
is both a tribute and a rebuttal.
